Prosecutrix Recalled to the 


Stand This Morning—Ac- 
cused DOBS Not Testify. 


The trial of W. E. Cunningham was 


resumed this morning at 10 o'clock 
after an extended session yesterday, 
which came to an end at 8:20 o'clock, 
with Drs. J. H. DeJarnette and A. S. 
Priddy, state alienists, examined at 
considerable length and subjected to a 
series of involved hypothetical ques- 
tions. 
Mrp. Cunningham, who was shot 


twice by her husband, was recalled 
to the stand this morning and was 
asked to identify a number of letters 
written by Cunningham, these ex- 
pressing a desire for reconciliation 
after their separation. 
There were 


also other papers, among them an al- 
leged separation agreement drawn up 
bv an attorney some years ago when

The efforts^of 
the defendant to affect a reconciliation 
with his wife, who had left the home 
after an angry colloquy one Sudnay 
night last summer, were recited, ".hese 
including visits of Mr. Cunningham's 
friends and associates to the wife and 
to abate a suit for partial divorce in- 
stituted by Mrs: Cunningham after the 
separation. 
The firm refusal of ths 


wife to become reconciled to the ex- 


tent of resuming the old relation with 
the defendant deeply affected him, it 
was'testified by several witnesses, and 
his old normal bearing and cheerful- 
ness had changed to one of penitence, 
of earnest desire for reconciliation 
and finally of a growing melancholy. 


On the day of the shooting, jiccord- 


ing to Ben C. Coleman, Cunningham 
was unusually depressed and 
de- 


spondent and had told him two hours 
before the shooting that he was tired 
of living such a life as his and intend- 
ed to drown himself, witness at that 
time trying to dissuade him fromjsuch 
a course and to divert his mind. 


At this point, the defense introduced 


into the record of the case three let- 
ters, one accompanying an insurance 
policy and giving- directions as to the 
collection of another, addressed to'his 
wife by defendant and couched in 
professions of affection followed by 
despair at the rejection of all his over- 
tures of reconciliation. Another was 
addressed to his daughter for whose 
welfare he was deeply solicitous and 
was marked by expressions of affec- 
tion for her and of regret that she did 
not share that affection. 
All of the 


three notes" have a pathos underlying 
them and a spontaneity which im- 
pressed many hearing them read. 
Messrs Custer and Wooding, for tte 


defense, adduced cumulative evidenci 
of thp depression of the defendant 
which became intensified as weeks and 
months of effort failed to effect recon- 
ciliation with his family. Mrs. Nel 
Coleman, Cunningham's sister, who 
came here at his request with her chil- 
dren in order to provide home life for 
him arid divert his mind from his 
grief, testified to the growth of the 
melancholia and worry which marked 
the first half of the month of March 
immediately preceding the shooting 
It was she who found the farewell let- 
ers in a bureau drawer in the home 
and who noticed that one of the ttw> 
revolvers customarily kept in the 
drawer was missing in the afternooi 
of March l"th, having been abstracted 
after 11 a. m. this being the weapon 
afterward used by defendant.

The case of J. H. Smith against 
James C. Davis, federal director of 
railroads during the war, has been 
settled, the plaintiff getting $10,000. 


Mr. Smith, of Danville, Va.. a 


brakeman on th^ Danville and West- 
ern railroad, was badly injured by be- 
ing thrown from a box car at Spray 
in February. 3919. 
Through his attorney. F. P. ffob- 


good, Jr., of this city, suit was filed 
against Mr. Davis in federal court 
The case was tried Tiere in February. 
this year, 'beforte Judge James E. ' 
Boyd. 
The jury returned a verdict 


against '.the railroad director, allow* 
ing the plaintiff ? 12,500. Judge Boyd 
s'igned a judgement to that effect, but 
the defendant filed notice of appeal 
to the fourth circuit court, Richmond 
Va. 


The case on appeal was schedule^ 


to be heard before the circuit court 
this month in AshviUe. 
However, 


attorneys recently reached a settle- 
ment. 
The clerk of the circuit court yes-v 
terday notified the clerk of the dis- 
trict court here of the settlement and 
Judge Boyd signed another judge- 
ment yesterday giving the plaintiff 
?10,00o and the costs, including couta 
incident to the writ of error and doc- 
keting of same in the circuit court 
of appeals.

leged that as a result of the stringing 
of the wire Mr. Smith, riding on top 
of a box car, in his proper place of 
duty, collided with the wire and was 
knocked off the box car, resulting In 
serious injury to his body. 
The original complaint was agalnrt 


the cotton mill, the telegraph com- 
pany and the Danville and Western 
railroad.

It has manifested it- 
self in the doctrine that rural schools 
should be dedicated to keeping chil- 
dren in the country.
